University's radio telescope, said 
Ihe breakup started in laic De- 
cember when three distinct parts 
ol tho satellite were' being tracked. 
Between Jan. 2 and Jan. 5, these 
fragments began to split up ci'nd 
by Jan. G, eight fragments were 
in orbit, Dr. Kraus said." 


By Jan. 7, one of the fragments 


had disappeared. On Jan. 8 three 
more fragments were gone, and 
by Jan. 9 all but one had dis- 
appeared. Dr. Kraus said he be- 
lieves the final fragment fell from 
its orbit on Jan. 10, which was 98
